It is 
said he will consult with the Eepublicans. 
The democrats are considerning a plan 
to prevent a conflict by holding their 
session in some other room, but nothing 
is yet determined.

in order to give it official recognition. 


The democratic caucus has decided to 
enter the senate chamber promptly at 
4 o'clocK.

IT is said that Mr. Giltay, of Delft, 
has discovered that a gloved hand will 
act as a receiver when it is put in tele- 
phonic

H e used an Ader mi- 
crophone, the i>rimary of an induction 
coil being connected with it and to three 
Bunsen cells. 
T h e secondary of the 
coil was in circuit with a nine-cell 
Leclanche battery and the line, the 
ends of the wire being held in the naked 
hands of persons standing in a room 
some distance away.

Plaited 
skirts, 
says 
the Chicago 
Time^, retain their hold on public favor 
in a most remarkable way, ^-ide box 
plaits taking the lead. 
There are some 
very pretty plaited arrangements wor- 
thy of note, and it may be of interest 
to know that 
none of the skirts are 
plaited entirely round. 
A very grace- 
ful and effective way to make a skirt 
front is in two single but deep box 
plaits with a narrow 
space between, 
widening slightly toward the foot of the 
skirt. 
The plaits are taken straight 
from belt to hem, and between them 
flat silk cord is laced, finished at the 
bottom 
A\dth tassels or spikes. 
The 
cords are attached to the inner edge of 
the plaits by means of narrow tapes 
with eyelets worked at certain distance. 
These tapes are lightly tacked to the 
plaits down the ftill length, but give a 
iirm foundation for the cords and also 
conceal the manner of fastening. I f the 
dress is a combination suit, the space' 
between the plaits should be of one ma- 
terial and the plaits themselves of an- 
other. 
This .same arrangement may be 
carried out with almost equally good 
effect on the side of the skirt, although, 
as a matter of course, the ])laits must be 
narrow.

undraped skirts are sTiital)le 
only for 


v e r y y o u n g ladies, and even 
t h e n there 
are very few figures to which they are 
becoming;. 
Straight, regular 
fullness 
of outline m skirts conceals grace rather 
than enhances it. and at the same time 
displays awkwardness rather than hides 
it. 
Irregular and oblique lines are in- 
finitely more becoming and are easy of 
attainment even with full skirts, as a 
single drai)ing at eithe> 
side 
relieves 
the unbecoming monotony. 
Hence it is 
that so few doubled undraped skirts are 
seen, but in a modified form double 
skirts have met Avith much favor, par- 
ticularly for indoor toilets. 
The front 
breath of the underskirt

deep puff of a rose-colored ganze 
falls 
straight 
from the waist to the foot of 
the skirt, excepting in the back, 
where 
it is arranged in high pnffs with sash 
ends. 
The pointed, loAv-cut bodice is 
of the surah 
laced 
down the back. 
Across the shoulders soft folds of the 
gauze are taken, and from the top of 
the left shoulder with the folds of the 
gauze a rose-colored 
saslu is taken

National bank, of New York, nor any 
certificates of deposit; that $570,237 had 
been deposited there prior to January 1, 
1885, which was invested in worthless 
securities, and that the bank became in- 
solvent, and that the cross petitioner 
had not kept the terms of the contract. 
The court ia asked to require of the 
equipment.company a full account of ex- 
penditures for equipments and pay the 
trust fund into court. 
The Union Trust 
company asks that the equipment be 
used to pay the debts of the company.

Plaited skirts, says 
the Chicago 


Times, retain their hold on public favor 
in a most remarkable way, wide box 
plaits taking the lead. There aro some 
very pretty plaited arrangements "wor- 
thy of note, and it may bo of interest 
to know that none of the skirts are 
plaited entirely round. A very grace- 
ful and effective way to make a skirt 
front is in two single but deep box 
plaits with a narrow spaco between, 
widening slightly toward the foot of the 
skirt. Tho plaits are taken straight 
from belt to hem, and between them 
flat silk cord is looed, finished at the 
bottom with tassels or spikes. 
The 


cords are attached to the inner edge of 
the plaits by means of narrow tapes 
with eyelets worked at certain distance. 
These tapes are lightly tacked to the 
plaits down the full length, but give a 
firm foundation for the cords and also 
conceal the manner of fastening. If the 
dress is a combination emit, the space 
between the plaits should be of one ma- 
terial and the plaits themselves of an- 
other. 
This same arrangement may bo 


carried out with almost equally good 
effect on the side of the skirt, although, 
as a matter of course, the plaits must be 
narrow. With the irregular draperies 
so much in vogue, some kind of a plaited 
panel is often seen on one side o£ a 
skirt, and while it is sometimes of per- 
fectly plain side plaits it is more fre- 
quently ornamented in ono way or an- 
other. For instance, a row of large 
buttons extends down ono side of it 
with simulated 
buttonholes, or tho 


plaits, instead of running all one way, 
may turn from uithor sido toward tho 
center, and the two middle ones bo fas- 
tened half way down with a series of 
clasps or a lacing of cord, 
A single 


unplatted panel is also used at one side 
of a' skirt, but it should bo of heavy ma- 
terial, generally velvet, plain, striped, 
or brocaded, and the varieties' of velvet 
now fashionable are nearly without 
limit. 
The vory full double skirts 


Mud; vpro first seen last summer, and 
for which 11 great popularity was pre- 
dicted, have not as ret received any 
great degree of favor, and it is to be 
hoped that in their original intrinsic 
simplicity they will remain indefinitely 
in tlio bank-ground. .Full and wholly 
nndrnped skirts are suitable only for 
very yonug ladies, and oven then there 
are very few figures to "wlu'ch they are 
becoming. Straight,- regular fullness 
of outline m skirts conceals grace rather 
than enhances it, and at the same time 
displays awkwardness rather than hides 
it. Irregular and oblique lines are in- 
finitely more becoming and are easy of 
attainment even with full skirts, as a 
single draping at eithe? side relieves 
the unbecoming monotony. Hence it is 
that so few doubled nndraped skirts are 
seen, but in a modified form double 
skirts have met with much favor, par- 
ticularly for indoor toilets. -The front 
breath of the underskirt should be 
slightly gored and tho sides and back 
wholly straight. If it is of very heavy 
material it is usually made wholly with- 
out trimming, but if of lighter stuff a 
group of tucks in several rows of velvet 
or satin ribbon, put iu straight, or a 
very narrow plaiting may be placed on 
the under edge of tho skirt. 
Tf the un- 


derskirt is trimmed in any way the sec- 
ond skirt is plaid, and vice versa. If 
the costume is of velvet and soft wool 
stuff, a very graceful effect is given by 
making the petticoat of velvet wholly 
plain and the second skirt with a deep 
hem and a bias band of velvet above it. 
This second skirt is always made per- 
fectly straight, and fuller than tho un- 
derskirt, and usually two inches shorter. 
A pretty arrangement is to place most 
of tho fullness in tho buck, say two- 
thirds, with £he remainder distributed 
evenly across the front and right side, 
giving tlni left side just enough 
full 


nnss to prevent its drawing. 
Then iu 


tho center of this plain spacn draw the 
skirt up very high, bringing the foot 
as nearly as potwibln to the waist lino 
without giving a bunchy a pp on ranee. 
Tins arnuigKino.nfc will give a long slop- 
ing swoop ucro.ss the entire front of tho 
skirt, while in tho hack, when the skirt is 
fuller, tlio slope will bo more1 abrupt, 
and tho uniting of the vorf.iml aud hor- 
izontal folds form a succession of protty 
half puffs or niKrudu.s. 
In 
other ar- 


rangements tho skirt is moro slightly 
draped, and a single fold well placed 
gives a graceful ell'cct. 


• deep puff of a roso-colored gauze falls 


straight from the waist to the foot of 
the skirt, excepting in the back, where 
it is arranged in high puffs with sash 
ends. The pointed, low-cut bodice is 
of the surah laced down the hack. 
Across the shoulders soft folds of the 
gauze are taken, nnd from the top of 
the left shoulder with the folds of the 
gauze a rose-colored sash-- is taken 
diagonally to tho foot of the "bodice at 
the right side, where it is knotted with 
a bunch of fine white flowers. Tho

The bodice is modo en- 
tirely of the velvet cut off round about 
tho lower edge, two inches below the 
waist line, 'and laced down the front 
with pale-blue cord. The velvet bow 
forming part of tho back drapery is 
taken over the foot of the bodice.

there-are no sleeves. The lace finish- 
ing the neck and arm-holes is put on 
the under edge of the bodice and 
drawn up close and flat with a narrow 
ribbon run through tho outer edge. A 
dog-collar made of gold coins encircles 
the throat, aud a raised aigretto of gold 
grasses is worn liigh in the hair.
